“So many relatives 
of soldiers have war-time problems 
to solve and questions to be an- 
swered and do not know where to 
turn for help in securing informa- 
tion. That is my responsibility—to | 
be a sort of ‘information bureau’ to 
the families of the men now in ser- 
vice. The function of the Personal 
Affairs Branch of the Army is to 
provide all possible information and 
assistance of personal affairs to all 
Army personnel and their depend- 
ents, including former members of 
the Army and their dependents, and 
dependents of deceased members of 
the Army within their respective 
and adjacent civilian communities.” 

Through this service relatives of 
men in the armed forces living in 
this vicinity, regardless of where 
their soldier husbands, sons, or 
daughters are now stationed, may 
feel free to seek information, advice, 
and assistance from the Personal | 
Affairs Officer at Dibble Hospital, 
either by letter, or by personal in- 
terview. If the information cannot 
be immediately furnished by Lt. 
Fuchs, she is in a position to direct | 
the inquirer to the proper agency 
or source.

Peninsula commuters 


Due to our shortage of equipment, we have had to take a number of 
coaches out of Peninsula service for military service, and from time to 
time more coaches have had to be “borrowed” temporarily to meet 
emergencies in the handling of troops. This has resulted in crowding 
and standing in commuter trains, a situation which commuters have 


taken with very good grace. 


It gives us a great deal of pleasure to report that some relief is coming. 
For some time we have been canvassing the country, hoping to be able 
to obtain coaches from other railroads. We finally have been able to lease 
14 coaches from the Central Railroad Company of New Jersey which 
have been used in commuter service from northern New Jersey points to 
Jersey City and New York. They have just arrived and we expect to have 
them in Peninsula service by the end of this week. 


The Central of New Jersey coaches will help the Peninsula situation for 
awhile at least. Our war load is increasing and the movement of troops on 
our lines will undoubtedly grow still larger as the Pacific offensives step 
up still more, putting further strain on the railroad. So we can’t make any 
guarantees as to the future. But at least we’ve been trying to overcome 
the problem, and we’ll continue our efforts to give the best service we can.
